France and Germany. 
The French delegates at Lausanne are 
concentrating their greatest efforts on 
}another attempt to bring the problem 
of their indemnity to a head. ‘The 
Cabinet at Paris has been discussing 
the matter at length, with the result 
that a draft scheme has been pre 
pared for the other Allies’ approval. It 
is very unlikely that Britain, at any rate, 
will be able to consent to this plan. ‘Thy 
chief feature of the new proposal is an 
international loan, to be supplied, of 
course, by the British and the American 
taxpayers. The proceeds of this loan, it js 
suggested, ought to be divided between 
“France and Germany. Nominally, all the 
money would go to the Germans ; but the 
promoters of the loan would stipulate that 
it should be used not only for the stabilisa- 
tion of the mark—which would be its 
ostensible purpose—but also for the pay- 
ment of punctual gold instalments to 
France. From the French point of view 
the scheme is admirable. It would help 
to balance the French Budget, which 
hitherto has defied all efforts to keep its 
deficit within reasonable limits, and it 
would relieve the French taxpayer from 
the unpleasant necessity of paying income 
tax. Instead of helping British finance, 
however—and France ought not to forget 
that Britain, too, made sacrifices in the 
war—it would add another burden to the 
heavy load which the National Exchequer 
is being forced to carry. 
The French proposal goes even further. 
Not only must Britain subscribe to an 
international loan, but she must forego 
her claims against France. The scheme 
entails the cancellation of all inter-Allied 
debts so far as Europe is concerned. Long 
ago the British Government declared that 
it would be’ quite willing to renounce 
its financial claims against the European 
Allies but for the fact that it owed nearly 
£1,000,000,000 to the United States. This 
money must be paid. In fact, it is being 
paid; and Mr. Stanley Baldwin, the new 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, is .contem- 
plating an early visit to America in order 
to arrange a funding operation. Britain 
cannot possibly cancel the debts which are 
owed to her in Europe while this great 
mill-stone of indebtedness hangs around 
her neck. On paper she is still a 
creditor nation. France owes her nearly 
£600,000,000, and the debts of other 
nations bring her total assets on paper up 
to at least £2,000,000,000. France now 
seems to expect that the British pedple will 
cancel this huge sum, in addition to any 
claims which they may have on Germany. 
No Government could accept such a 
scheme. Britain has borne the brunt of 
the world’s financial burden for the past 
three or four years, but there is a limit 
beyond which her philanthropy must not 
go. If she has a duty to her Allies, she 
has also a duty to her own people, and it 
is high time that this duty should be 
fulfilled. 


scheme, the French Government pro- 
poses to take drastic measures. Reuter 
says that the most important sanction will 
be the occupation of further Rhenish 
territory, and will take the form of a 
change in the Franco-German frontier. 
The annexation of the Rhineland, in whole 
or in part, has been the dream of French 
Chauvinism for many years, and at the 
Paris Peace Conference the project 
was recommended strongly by Marshal 
Foch and his military advisers. The 
problem of the Rhineland, however, 
is not a party matter. It goes to 
the root of the principles of modern 
democracy, and Britain’s attitude is pre- 
cisely the same to-day as it was four years 
ago.. The occupation of German territory 
by the Allies is a purely temporary 
measure. Any attempt to perpetuate it 
would be opposed not only by the British 
Government, but even more strongly by 
the American Government; and French 
persistence would wreck the Entente beyond 
hope of repair. Another proposal is the 
occupation of two-thirds of the Ruhr Valley, 
including Essen’ and Bochum, in order 
“to secure to France the coal which is 
due to her under the head of reparations, 
and also the coke which is essential to her 
metal industry.” The same objections 
apply to this plan. Coercive methods are 
useless. The only way by which France 


from the Germans lies through the mora- 
torium that has been proposed so often by 


economists. Sooner or later a moratorium 
will become inevitable, and there is 
nothing to be gained by the promotion of 
any wild alternative. 


If the Allies refuse to accept the new | 


ona profit-making basis by ridding it, so 
far as may be possible, of the evils which 
attend national management. His simple 
remedy is the introduction, from top to 
bottom, of the spirit and methods of 
private enterprise. In his evidence yes- 
terday he outlined four principles of 
reform. Wages ought to be based on the 
value of the work in the open market. 
Unremunerative services ought to be modi- 
fied or abolished in all cases where they 
are not essential to the public convenience. 
Other Government departments ought to 
pay hard cash to the Post Office for 
services received from it. All profits 
made on any Post Office undertaking 
ought to be credited to the department's 
general account. Mr. O’ Hegarty announced 
that. the policy of reducing expenses was 
already in operation. He made the further 
point that the administration could accept 
no subordinate or external control in 
matters of promotion and discipline. ‘The 
business community has convinced itself 
by experience of the soundness of Mr. 
O’Hegarty’s position; and, if and when 
his proposals are put into effect, they 


that our postal services can be improved 
out of recognition and can be made to 
pay their way without injustice to any 
members of the various staffs. Every 
public servant, however, like every 
private worker, must be prepared: to 
accommodate himself to the economics of 
his employment, and his loyal acceptance 
of this necessity will not be unrewarded. 
A cheap, efficient and profit-making Post 
Office would have prompt reactions on the 
cost of living in Southern Ireland.

Collectors’ Prices. 


Many reflections are suggested by the 
recent statement of the Dean of York 
that, judged by current market prices for 
old English stained glass, the windows 
of York Minster are worth £73,000,000. 
The first thought which suggests itself is 
that the market price is high because sv 
little of the best glass comes into the 
market: and the collectors, though few, 
are wealthy. There is not any such sum 
as seventy-three million pounds in the 
world, waiting to be spent on old stained 
glass ; and, if the York Minster glass were 
thrown on the market, the bulk of it, after 
the collectors had fought for the choice 
bits, would sell for a few pounds per 
square foot. It is the scarce rather than 
the beautiful that commands “ big money” 
in the markets of the modern Babylons. 
The beautiful plays its part~not, ‘indeed, 
because it impresses the collectors, but 
because in many cases only exceptional 
beanty has preserved paintings, sculpture 
and stained glass from the annihilation 
which merciful Time accords to the 
mediocre and the bad. The element of 
rarity, however, must be present, and 
often enough it is the only element. A 
few months ago £7,500 was paid for a 
postage stamp—a dirty, faded specimen, 
with the corners clipped; but it 
happens to be the only one of its 
kind im existence. It is really an indict- 
ment of civilisation that these vast sums 
of money should be spent in collect- 
ing the merely rare and antique when they 
could call new forms of beauty into being. 
The stained glass windows of York Minster 
are beautiful as works of art and as 
examples of an ancient craft ; and it is 
good to know that, whether they would 
fetch seventy-three million pounds in the 
market or not, they will remain in York 
Minster until time shall crumble them to 
dust. It is less satisfactory to know that 
money enough to create a thousand dreams 
in stone or glass or wood or marble 
changes hands every ten years for antiques 
that have only a museum interest. 


Gout.

They may not have suffered from its 
rigorous attentions, but the “gowt,’’ as 
the ancient chronicler spells it, is am 
ailment—if not the only ailment—that has 
found a permanent place in the literature 
and history of the polite world. The 
aforesaid chronicler records the fact that 
Adam died of the gout—a sufficient proof 
of its ancientry—and since then it has 
been the familiar of many a famous 
figure. Indigestion, a severe attack of 
which incapacitated Napoleon on the 
morning of the Battle of Waterloo, is 
said to have changed the course of Euro- 
pean history Compared with the gout, 
however, indigestion is a pathological 
parvenu, Sir William Willcox ascribes 
the disappearance of gout to the fact that 
our generation eats and. drinks less than 
its forbears and takes more exercise. 
Those who cherish the belief that they 
are not the men their fathers were will 
incline to. propound the theory that the 
robust constitutions of’ our parents and 
their excellent port wine drove into their 
painful,. but comparatively unimportant, 
extremities the alkaline ills that) seize 
their more susceptible descendants by 
knees. and back and spinal chord and 
heart. One could die of gout in the good 
old times, bat one always died full cf 
years and claret. In our young days—the 
lingering twilight, so to speak, of the 
temporis acti—there was rich man’s gout 
and poor man's gout.. Actually the poor 
man’s gout was the first intimation of all 
our modern rheumatic, arthritic, synovitic

If there were things against 
him other than having a revolver in what was 
virtually his own house, he was entitled to be 
given an opportunity of answering them. 


TIME FOR COURAGE,

M. Venizelos claimed that the provinces «f 
Turkey in Kurope had always shown a deficit, 
and ought not to be called upon to pay 4 
share of the Ottoman debt.

MURDERED RECTOR. 
WIDOW AS VOLUNTEER

units within a reasonable measure of their 
establishments gave me cause for anxiety. 
As regards our requirements of men, 
deficiencies were not being made good, and 
this necessitated a change in the organisation 
of our forces.’’ . 

Long after the war was over, when Lord 
Haig applied íor permission to republish his 
despatches, he was not allowed by the late 
Government to include these deletions, which 
now for the first time see the light. On the 
very eve of the great attack, which broke 
through the Hindenburg line, the British 
War inet sent to Haig a private message 
discouraging his enterprise, practically warn- 
ing him if he failed he would be dismissed.

We have a new Government, perfectly free, 
as the Prime Minister said on Monday, to 
reconsider the whole policy of reparations and 
inter-Allied debts as raised in the Balfour 
Note ‘‘in all its aspects.” It is incumbent 
upon them to use this freedom with the least 
possible delay, and to review reparations, 
inter-Allied debts and the economic situation 
of Europe as inseparable factors in a single 
momentous problem. Their object must be to 
meet the French Government on firm, well- 
studied ground, and to as far as possible 
with France in the direction which both 
France and England desire. They have the 
same ultimate aim. Both unquestionably are 
anxious to secure an equitable and practical 
adjustment of the whole matter. It is for 
their rulers to agree upon the means by which 
this aim is to be achieved. 

It would plainly be useless for them to dis- 
cuss this agreement, or to discuss anew the 
subject at all, without reparation. If the 
British Government are ready to make com- 
prehensive proposals dealing with the question 
“in all ite aspects," the French Government 
should also be ready to make similar pro-

persist in that adventure, when it was 
obvious that it would lead to her own ruin 
and to grave complications for all concerned. 
Greek statesmer of various political shades 
share with Allied statesmen the responsibility 
for the disaster that has now befallen Greece. 
We had haved, however, that when the 
wretched tale was fully told the Greeks would 
find in themselves strength and courage to 
forget the internal dissensions that had so 
long enfeebled them, and would unite in an 
effort. to maintain and consolidate their 
national existence. 

Our Government have expressed their con- 
demnation of the present Greek Government 
in the strongest possible manner. The 
British Minister, whose appeal for clemency 
wg si rejected, has asked for his pass 
ports and is leaving Athens. This rupture of 
diplomatic relations is to be regarded both as 
a protest and a sharp warning to (Greece 
herself, and to any other countries who may

SHARP NOTE TO GERMANY. 


Relations between the Military Control Com. 
mission and the German authorities, in conse 
quence of the recent assaults on Allied 
officers, have reached a critical stage, states 
The Times. The Commission has demanded 
the removal and punishment of the military 
authorities implicated in these outrages, to 
gether with the ringleaders of the mobs. The 
terman Government, at the eleventh hour, as 
the result of the peremptory warnings from 
Paris, has undertaken ‘‘to remove” one 
police officer and one Reichswehr officer in 
volved, although whether this removal will 
mean dismissal from the service or promotion 
by a grateful Government is not yet to be 


seen. 

The Allied Governments, who take a verv 
serious view of these assaults, have addressed 
a very sharp Note to the German Govern 
ment, and it is believed that they have under 
consideration penal measures of a very strong 
character. Meanwhile, they have decided 
that there is to be no withdrawal or trans 
formation of the Control Commiasion. Al] the 
negotiations for its displacement by a small 
Committee of Guarantees have been broken 
off, and there is little prospect of their being 
removed. The control in future is more likely 
to be tightened than to be relaxed.
